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JOHN  WILLIAMS 


John  Williams  was  named  nineteenth  Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  on  January  10,  1980.  Mr.  Williams 
was  born  in  New  York  and  moved  to  Los  Angeles  with  his  family  in  1948.  There  he  attended  UCLA  and 
studied  composition  privately  with  Mario  Castelnuovo-Tedesco.  After  service  in  the  Air  Force,  Mr.  Williams 
returned  to  New  York  to  attend  the  Juilliard  School,  where  he  studied  piano  with  Madame  Rosina  Lhevinne. 
While  in  New  York,  Mr.  Williams  also  worked  as  a jazz  pianist,  both  in  clubs  and  on  recordings.  Again  he 
moved  to  Los  Angeles  and  began  his  career  in  the  film  studios,  working  with  such  composers  as  Bernard 
Herrmann,  Alfred  Newman,  and  Franz  Waxman.  Mr.  Williams  went  on  to  write  music  for  many  television 
programs,  winning  two  Emmvs  for  his  work. 

Mr.  Williams  has  composed  the  music  and  served  as  music  director  for  more  than  sixty  films,  including 
Goodbye  Mr.  Chips,  Jaws,  Star  Wars,  Close  Encounters  of  the  Third  Kind,  Superman,  The  Empire  Strikes  Back, 
Raiders  of  the  Lost  Ark,  E.T.  (The  Eytra  Terrestrial),  Return  of  the  Jedi,  and  Indiana  Jones  and  the  Temple  of 
Doom.  He  has  recently  completed  the  score  to  The  River,  which  was  released  last  month  by  Universal 
Pictures.  He  has  received  nineteen  Academy  Award  nominations  and  has  been  awarded  four  Oscars,  four- 
teen Grammys,  and  several  gold  and  platinum  records.  His  most  recent  Oscar  was  for  Best  Original  Score  for  a 
Motion  Picture,  for  E.T.  In  addition  to  his  film  music,  Mr.  Williams  has  written  many  other  works,  including 
two  symphonies,  a flute  concerto,  a violin  concerto  recorded  by  the  London  Symphony  Orchestra,  and  a 
fugue  for  jazz  orchestra.  His  Jubilee  350  Fanfare,  composed  for  Boston's  350th  birthday,  was  premiered  by 
Mr.  Williams  and  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra  in  September  1980.  Pops  on  the  March,  which  he 
wrote  for  the  opening  of  the  1981  Pops  season,  is  dedicated  to  Arthur  Fiedler,  and  he  opened  the  1983  Pops 
season  with  The  Esplanade  Overture  which  he  wrote  especially  for  the  Boston  Pops.  Mr.  Williams  was  also 
commissioned  to  write  the  official  theme  and  fanfare  for  the  1984  Summer  Olympic  Games  held  in  Los 
Angeles. 

Since  his  appointment  as  Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops,  Mr.  Williams  has  led  the  orchestra  in  New  York, 
Chicago,  Los  Angeles,  Detroit  and  in  many  other  cities,  as  well  as  at  Tanglewood.  He  has  also  been  guest 
conductor  with  orchestras  in  London,  Los  Angeles,  Houston,  Dallas,  Toronto,  and  Montreal.  Mr.  Williams's 
recordings  with  the  Boston  Pops,  Pops  in  Space,  Pops  on  the  March,  That's  Entertainment  ("Pops  on  Broad- 
way"), Pops  Around  the  World  (Digital  Overtures),  Aisle  Seat,  Pops  Out  of  This  World,  and  Boston  Pops  on 
Stage,  have  all  been  listed  as  Billboard  best-sellers.  His  holiday  album,  We  Wish  You  a Merry  Christmas, 
includes  many  of  the  selections  featured  in  these  performances. 


HARRY  ELLIS  DICKSON 

Harry  Ellis  Dickson  was  named  Associate  Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  in  1980.  He  is  the 
founder,  Artistic  Director,  and  Conductor  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Youth  Concerts,  as  well  as  a member  of 
the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra's  first  violin  section. 

A native  of  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  Mr.  Dickson  is  a graduate  of  Somerville  High  School  and  the  New 
England  Conservatory  of  Music.  He  studied  violin  for  two  years  with  Carl  Flesch  and  Max  Rostal  as  a fel- 
lowship student  at  Berlin  s Hochschule  fur  Musik  and  later  studied  conducting  with  Pierre  Monteux  at  the 
Domain  School  in  Maine. 

Mr.  Dickson  is  the  distinguished  recipient  of  numerous  awards.  He  is  a Chevalier  in  the  Ordre  des  Arts  et 
des  Lettres  of  the  French  government,  and  in  1971  the  National  Conference  of  the  Humanities  presented  him  a 
Certificate  of  Honor  recognizing  his  contributions  to  the  humanities.  He  holds  honorary  degrees  from 
Boston's  Berklee  College  of  Music,  from  Curry  College,  from  North  Adams  State  College,  and  from  South- 
eastern Massachusetts  University.  In  September  1975,  the  city  of  Somerville  dedicated  the  Harry  Ellis  Dickson 
Center  of  Fine  Arts  and  Humanities  in  its  new  Winter  Hill  Community  School,  and  in  1983  the  Boston  Public 
Schools  honored  him  by  dedicating  the  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Orchestral  Suite  at  Madison  Park  High  School. 

An  ardent  collector  of  anecdotes  about  music  and  musicians,  Mr.  Dickson  has  incorporated  many  of 
them  into  his  book,  Gentlemen , More  Dolce  Please!,  an  entertaining  view  of  music  behind  the  scenes.  His  latest 
book,  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the  Boston  Pops,  was  published  in  1981.  In  addition,  he  has  furthered  the  part-time 
conducting  career  of  his  close  friend  Dannv  Kaye,  with  whom  he  has  traveled  to  many  countries  of  the  world 
as  musical  mentor.

A CHRISTMAS  GREETING 
The  Carols  of  Alfred  Burt 

The  story  of  Alfred  Burt  is  short,  for  his  life  was  short.  He  was  born  in  Marquette,  Michigan,  grew  up 
in  Pontiac,  graduated  from  the  University  of  Michigan  in  1942,  spent  four  years  in  the  armed  services, 
and  moved  to  southern  California  in  1949.  There  he  became  arranger  and  first  trumpeter  in  the  Alvino 
Rev  Orchestra  and  appeared  on  both  radio  and  television  with  Rev,  Horace  Heidt,  and  the  King  Sisters.  In 
1953,  Burt  was  found  to  have  inoperable  lung  cancer  and  set  about  putting  his  affairs  in  order.  Only  hours 
before  his  death  in  February  1954,  Burt  signed  a contract  with  Columbia  Records  for  an  album  of  his 
Christmas  Carols. 

The  Christmas  Carols  had  started  with  Burt's  father,  the  Reverend  Bates  G.  Burt.  Each  year  the 
Reverend  Mr.  Burt  would  compose  a carol  and  distribute  it  to  his  friends  as  a Christmas  card.  After  Alfred 
graduated  from  college  with  a music  degree,  the  father  turned  the  task  of  composing  the  annual  carol 
over  to  his  son,  hut  continued  to  provide  the  lyrics.  In  1949,  Wihla  Hutson,  a church  organist  and  family 
friend  from  Pontiac,  started  providing  the  lyrics  and  continued  to  do  so  until  Burt’s  death.  Each  year, 
when  the  poem  arrived,  Burt  would  write  the  music;  his  wife  Anne  would  design  the  card  and  supervise 
its  printing  and  the  new  carol  would  be  mailed  to  an  ever-increasing  number  of  people  (the  Burt  s 
Christmas  list  grew  from  50  to  450  names). 

The  carols  were  frequently  sung  at  Christmas  parties  given  in  and  around  Hollywood  (John 
Williams  recalls  many  occasions  at  which  the  highlight  of  the  party  was  singing  these  carols.)  Shortly 
after  his  death,  Burt’s  carols  were  published  by  Shawnee  Press,  Inc.,  and  have  enjoyed  a steadily  increas- 
ing popularity,  especially  among  music  educators.  Among  the  people  who  have  performed  and 
recorded  the  carols  of  Alfred  Burt  are  Nat  ‘King’’  Cole,  Andy  Williams,  Mel  Torme,  Tennessee  Ernie 
Ford,  and  Fred  Waring. 

There  is  a tendency  for  modern  Christmas  songs  to  deal  with  the  secular  side  of  the  holiday — snow, 
shopping,  and  Santa  Claus;  Alfred  Burt’s  carols  are  concerned  with  the  sacred  side.  Even  when  the  lyric 
may  express  the  joys  of  secular  Christmas,  it  is  " blessed  Christmas. ' ’ Alfred  Burt  was  33  when  he  died  and 
his  musical  legacy  consists  of  only  fifteen  short  carols  which  successfully  capture  the  true  spirit  and 
meaning  of  Christmas.  However,  these  fifteen  mini-masterpieces  assure  his  place  in  music  history.

CHARLES  DAVAL 

Charles  Daval,  principal  trumpet  of  the  Seattle  Symphony  from  1981  to  1983,  began  trumpet  study  at  the 
relatively  late  age  of  seventeen  and  received  a bachelor  of  music  degree  from  San  Jose  State  University  in 
1979.  Mr.  Daval  went  on  to  Northwestern  University,  where  he  was  elected  to  the  Pi  Kappa  Lambda  Music 
Honor  Society  and  earned  a master  of  music  degree  under  the  tutelage  of  Vincent  Cichowicz.  He  performed 
with  the  Chicago  Civic  Orchestra  and  studied  with  Chicago  Symphony  principal  trumpet  Adolph  Herseth. 
After  his  sixth  year  with  the  Carmel  Bach  Festival,  Mr.  Daval  joined  the  BSO  in  September  1983  as  assistant 
principal  trumpet  and  soloist.  Among  the  other  groups  Mr.  Daval  has  performed  with  are  the  San  Francisco 
Symphony  and  Opera,  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  Orchestra,  the  Cabrillo  Music  Festival,  the  Orchestra  of 
Illinois,  the  Chicago  City  Ballet,  the  Contemporary  Chamber  Players,  and  the  Music  of  the  Baroque  in 
Chicago. 

PETER  CHAPMAN 

Born  in  Montreal,  Canada,  Peter  Chapman  received  both  his  bachelor’s  and  master’s  degrees  in  music 
from  Boston  University.  He  first  performed  with  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  while  a student  at  Boston 
University  in  1966.  Before  joining  the  Boston  Symphony  in  July,  1984,  he  was  a member  of  the  Boston  Pops 
Orchestra  and  principal  trumpet  of  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra.  He  was  also  former  principal 
trumpet  of  the  Opera  Company  of  Boston  and  the  Boston  Ballet.  Other  musical  activities  have  included 
principal  trumpet  with  the  Grand  Teton  Music  Festival,  Jackson,  Wyoming,  and  with  Boston  Musica  Viva.  He 
was  selected  bv  Leonard  Bernstein  foi  the  original  cast  of  Mass  for  the  opening  of  the  Kennedy  Center  in 
Washington,  D.C.  He  is  a member  of  the  faculties  of  Boston  University  and  the  Boston  Conservatory. 
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VICKI  McCLURE 

A native  of  California,  Vicki  McClure  has  been  singing  all  her  life — at  her  parents'  parties  when  she  was 
two,  in  church  choirs,  in  various  production  bands,  and  as  a member  of  the  Los  Angeles  Jazz  Choir — but  it 
was  last  summer,  as  a member  of  the  1,000-voice  Olympic  Choir  which  was  featured  as  part  of  the  Opening 
Ceremonies  of  the  1984  Summer  Olympics  in  Los  Angeles,  that  Vicki  experienced  what  she  called  "...  the 
high  point  of  my  life.’  It  was  a performer’s  fantasy-come-true.  She  was  asked  to  be  the  stand-in  soloist  for 
rehearsals  of  the  song  "Reach  Out  and  Touch  Somebody's  Hand,”  until  a name  singer  was  chosen  to  perform 
it  with  the  Choir.  But  Vicki  and  the  Choir  worked  out  so  well  together  that  a last-minute  decision  was  made  bv 
the  show’s  producers  to  have  Vicki  perform  the  song,  in  keeping  with  the  spirit  of  the  Olympiad  and  the 
unknown  athletes  who  participate.  Her  big  break  came  before  a live  audience  of  92,000  stadium  spectators, 
plus  the  more  than  8,000  athletes  and  a television  audience  of  2.5  billion.  Vicki's  rendition  of  the  song  made 
popular  in  1971  by  Diana  Ross,  prompted  a spontaneous  show  of  brotherhood  and  love  as  the  huge  crowd  of 
spectators  and  athletes  responded  by  joining  hands  and  singing  along  with  the  words  Reach  out  and  touch 
somebody  's  hand,  make  this  a better  place,  if  you  can.  ” 

Since  becoming  an  overnight  sensation  Vicki  has  completed  a 12-city  tour  for  Eastern  Airlines,  has  sung 
the  National  Anthem  at  the  nationally-televised  Los  Angeles  Raiders/Indianapolis  Colts  football  game  aired 
on  NBC,  and  appeared  on  the  CBS  Television/Paul  Kees  production,  "Night  of  a Hundred  Stars.  ” When  asked 
how  she  felt  about  her  sudden  success  Vicki  told  one  newspaper,  I was  happy  just  to  be  a stand-in.  But  after 
the  first  rehearsal,  I had  an  inner  feeling  that  I was  supposed  to  do  that  song.  It  just  seemed  right.  It  was  like  it 
was  my  turn  . . .” 


THE  TANGLEWOOD  FESTIVAL  CHORUS 
Jofin  Oliver  Conductor 

Co-sponsored  by  the  Tanglewood  Music  Center  and  Boston  University,  the  Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus 
was  organized  in  the  spring  of  1970  when  John  Oliver  became  director  of  vocal  and  choral  activities  at  the 
Tanglewood  Music  Center.  Originally  formed  for  performances  at  the  Boston  Symphony  's  summer  home, 
the  chorus  was  soon  playing  a major  role  in  the  orchestra's  Symphony  Hall  season  as  well,  and  it  now 
performs  regularly  with  Music  Director  Seiji  Ozawa,  John  Williams  and  the  Boston  Pops,  and  such  promi- 
nent guests  as  Sir  Colin  Davis,  Leonard  Bernstein,  Claudio  Abbado,  Klaus  Tennstedt,  Mstislav  Rostropovich, 
Eugene  Ormandv,  and  Gunther  Schuller. 

Under  the  direction  of  conductor  John  Oliver,  the  Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus  has  achieved  recognition 
from  conductors,  press,  and  public  as  one  of  the  great  orchestra  choruses  of  the  world.  The  members  of  the 
chorus  donate  their  services,  and  they  perform  regularly  with  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  in  Boston, 
New  York,  and  at  Tanglewood.  The  chorus  has  made  numerous  recordings  with  the  orchestra  for  Deutsche 
Grammophon  and  Philips;  for  its  first  appearance  on  records,  in  Berlioz's  Damnation  of  Faust,  John  Oliver 
and  Seiji  Ozawa  received  a Grammy  nomination  for  best  choral  performance  of  1975. 

Unlike  most  other  orchestra  choruses,  the  Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus  under  John  Oliver  also  includes 
regular  performances  of  a cappella  repertory  in  its  schedule,  requiring  a very  different  sort  of  discipline  from 
performance  with  orchestra  and  ranging  in  musical  content  from  Baroque  to  contemporary.  In  the  spring  of 
1977,  John  Oliver  and  the  chorus  were  extended  an  unprecedented  invitation  by  Deutsche  Grammophon  to 
record  a program  of  a cappella  twentieth-century  American  choral  music;  this  record  received  a Grammy 
nomination  for  best  choral  performance  in  1979.  The  Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus  may  also  be  heard  on  the 
Philips  releases  of  Schoenberg’s  Gurrelieder  and  Mahler's  Eighth  Symphony,  the  Symphony  of  a Thousand, 
as  well  as  on  the  release  by  John  Williams  and  the  Boston  Pops,  We  Wish  You  a Merry  Christmas. The  chorus 
most  recent  recordings  include  the  Beethoven  Choral  Fantasy  with  Seiji  Ozawa  and  pianist  Rudolf  Serkin  on 
Telarc  and  Debussy  's  Nocturnes  recorded  under  Sir  Colin  Davis  for  Philips. 

John  Oliver  is  also  conductor  of  the  MIT  Choral  Society,  senior  lecturer  at  MIT,  and  conductor  of  the 
John  Oliver  Chorale,  now  in  its  eighth  season,  and  with  which  he  has  recorded  Donald  Martino's  Seven  Pious 
Pieces  for  New  World  Records.

John  Williams 


John  Williams  was  named  nineteenth  Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  on  10  January  1980. 
Mr.  Williams  was  born  in  New  York  and  moved  to  Los  Angeles  with  his  family  in  1948.  There  he 
attended  UCLA  and  studied  composition  privately  with  Mario  Castelnuovo-Tedesco.  After 
service  in  the  Air  Force,  Mr.  Williams  returned  to  New  York  to  attend  the  Juilliard  School,  where 
he  studied  piano  with  Madame  Rosina  Lhevinne.  While  in  New  York,  Mr.  Williams  also  worked 
as  a jazz  pianist,  both  in  clubs  and  on  recordings.  Again  he  moved  to  Los  Angeles  and  began  his 
career  in  the  film  studios,  working  with  such  composers  as  Bernard  Herrmann,  Alfred  Newman, 
and  Franz  Waxman.  Mr.  Williams  went  on  to  write  music  for  many  television  programs,  winning 
two  Emmys  for  his  work. 

Mr.  Williams  has  composed  the  music  and  served  as  music  director  for  more  than  sixty 
films,  including  Goodbye  Mr.  Chips,  Jaws,  Star  Wars,  Close  Encounters  of  the  Third  Kind, 
Superman,  The  Empire  Strikes  Back,  Raiders  of  the  Lost  Ark,  E.T.  (The  Extra  Terrestrial), 

Return  of  the  Jedi,  and  Indiana  Jones  and  the  Temple  of  Doom.  He  has  recently  completed  the 
score  to  The  River,  which  was  released  last  month  by  Universal  Pictures.  He  has  received 
nineteen  Academy  Award  nominations  and  has  been  awarded  four  Oscars,  fourteen  Grammys, 
and  several  gold  and  platinum  records.  His  most  recent  Oscar  was  for  Best  Original  Score  for  a 
Motion  Picture,  for  E.T.  In  addition  to  his  film  music,  Mr.  Williams  has  written  many  other  works, 
including  two  symphonies,  a flute  concerto,  a violin  concerto  recorded  by  the  London 
Symphony  Orchestra,  and  a fugue  for  jazz  orchestra.  His  Jubilee  350  Fanfare,  composed  for 
Boston’s  350th  birthday,  was  premiered  by  Mr.  Williams  and  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade 
Orchestra  in  September  1980.  Pops  on  the  March,  which  he  wrote  for  the  opening  of  the  1981 
Pops  season,  is  dedicated  to  Arthur  Fiedler,  and  he  opened  the  1983  Pops  season  with  The 
Esplanade  Overture  which  he  wrote  especially  for  the  Boston  Pops.  Mr.  Williams  was  also 
commissioned  to  write  the  official  theme  and  fanfare  for  the  1984  Summer  Olympic  Games  held 
in  Los  Angeles. 

Since  his  appointment  as  Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops,  Mr.  Williams  has  led  the  orchestra 
in  New  York,  Chicago,  Los  Angeles,  Detroit  and  in  many  other  cities,  as  well  as  at  Tanglewood. 
He  has  also  been  guest  conductor  with  orchestras  in  London,  Los  Angeles,  Houston,  Dallas, 
Toronto,  and  Montreal.  Mr.  Williams’s  recordings  with  the  Boston  Pops,  Pops  in  Space,  Pops  on 
the  March,  That's  Entertainment  (“Pops  on  Broadway’’),  Pops  Around  the  World  (Digital 
Overtures),  Aisle  Seat,  Pops  Out  of  This  World,  and  Boston  Pops  on  Stage,  have  all  been  listed  as 
Billboard  best  sellers.  His  holiday  album,  We  Wish  You  a Merry  Christmas,  includes  many  of  the 
selections  featured  in  these  performances.

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History  of  The  Boston  Pops 


In  the  spring  of  1985  the  Boston  Pops  will  celeb- 
rate its  one  hundredth  birthday.  The  establishment 
of  the  Pops  was  the  dream  of  Henry  Lee  Higginson, 
the  man  who  had  founded  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra  in  1881.  Higginson  had  expressed  the 
wish  to  present  in  Boston  “as  many  serious  concerts 
of  classical  music  as  were  wanted,  also  to  give  at 
other  times,  and  more  especially  in  the  summer, 
concerts  of  a lighter  kind  of  music.”  In  1885,  his 
wish  was  realized  when  Adolph  Neuendorff  con- 
ducted the  first  of  the  “Music  Hall  Promenade 
Concerts.” 

From  the  earliest  days  of  the  Promenade  Con- 
certs, the  audience  was  entertained  with  both 
music  and  refreshments  — an  innovation  wel- 
comed by  Bostonians  as  an  ideal  summer  night’s 
activity.  The  concerts  were  eventually  given  in  the 
spring  and  christened  “popular”  and  later  “Pops.” 
They  continued  to  be  given  in  the  Music  Hall 
through  the  1899  season.  The  concerts  of  1900 
took  place  in  Mechanics  Hall,  and  the  following 
year  the  series  was  moved  to  Symphony  Hall  where 
they  have  been  given  to  this  day. 

The  history  of  the  Boston  Pops  was  for  many  years 
linked  with  the  name  of  Arthur  Fiedler,  who 
became  Pops  conductor  on  May  7,  1930.  Born  in 
Boston,  trained  in  Germany,  Fiedler  joined  the 
Boston  Symphony  in  1915  as  a 20-year-old  violinist 
during  Karl  Muck’s  tenure  as  music  director.  He 
played  both  violin  and  viola  in  the  Pops  Orchestra 
under  six  of  its  conductors,  and  he  eventually 
formed  the  Boston  Sinfonietta,  a chamber  orches- 
tra composed  of  members  of  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony. At  the  same  time,  he  led  a campaign  to 
establish  a series  of  free  outdoor  orchestral  con- 
certs, and  in  1929  his  efforts  resulted  in  the  first 
Esplanade  Concerts  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Charles 
River.  With  Mr.  Fiedler’s  appointment  as  Conduc- 
tor of  the  Boston  Pops  the  following  year,  the  dis- 
tinctive character  of  the  Boston  Pops  was  estab- 
lished. Fiedler  took  a strong  interest  in  American 
music  and  young  American  soloists,  and  also 


emphasized  popular  contemporary  compositions 
as  well  as  light  music  of  earlier  days. 

Following  Fiedler’s  death  on  July  10,  1979, 
Associate  Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Harry 
Eliis  Dickson  led  the  Orchestra  untiljohn  Williams 
was  appointed  conductor  in  January,  1980.  Mr. 
Williams  has  retained  what  he  refers  to  as  “Arthur 
Fiedler’s  tripartite  program  format,”  with  an  open- 
ing third  of  light-classical  music,  a middle  section 
often  featuring  a classical  or  popular  soloist,  and  a 
final  portion  of  popular  music,  frequently  drawn 
from  theatre  or  film  scores. 

Mr.  Williams  has  broadened  the  Pops  repertory, 
maintained  the  popularity  of  the  orchestra’s 
award-winning  PBS  television  series,  Evening  at 
Pops,  and  led  a series  of  best-selling  recordings 
under  an  exclusive  contract  with  Philips  Records. 
These  include  Pops  Out  of  This  World,  Pops  in  Space, 
Pops  on  the  March,  That’s  Entertainment  (Pops  on  Broad- 
way), Pops  Around  the  World  (Digital  Overtures),  Aisle 
Seat,  and  Boston  Pops  on  Stage,  all  listed  as  Billboard 
best-sellers. 

The  Pops  Season  begins  immediately  following 
the  close  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra’s  win- 
ter season,  usually  in  early  May,  and  continues 
through  June.  There  is  an  annual  Christmas  Pops 
series  and  a New  Year’s  Eve  gala  at  Symphony  Hall, 
as  well.  Pops  concerts  are  performed  by  the  Boston 
Pops  Orchestra  which  is  comprised  of  members  of 
the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  (except  for  the 
twelve  principal  players  of  the  orchestra  who  per- 
form as  the  Boston  Symphony  Chamber  Players) 
and  by  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra,  a per- 
manent ensemble  that  draws  upon  the  outstanding 
musical  talent  of  the  Boston  area.  The  list  of  dis- 
tinguished guest  conductors  who  have  led  the  Pops 
in  recent  years  includes  Erich  Kunzel,  John 
Lanchbery,  Lionel  Newman,  John  Covelli,  Mitch 
Miller,  and  Henry  Mancini.  In  addition  to  record- 
ings and  radio,  television,  and  Symphony  Hall 
appearances,  the  Pops  makes  frequent  tours 
throughout  the  United  States.

ARTHUR  FIEDLER 
(1894-1979) 

The  Boston  Pops  season  marked  the  50th  year  that 
a unique  partnership — Arthur  Fiedler  and  the 
Boston  Pops — brought  music  lovers  from  all  over 
the  country  and  the  world  to  Symphony  Hall. 
Fiedler,  who  conducted  the  Pops  for  a longer 
period  of  time  than  all  of  his  predecessors  com- 
bined, joined  the  Boston  Symphony  in  1915  under 
Karl  Muck.  He  was  not  only  a violinist,  but  also 
played  as  orchestra  violist,  pianist,  organist,  and 
percussionist.  In  1924  he  formed  and  was  the  con- 
ductor of  the  Boston  Sinfonietta,  a chamber 
orchestra  made  up  of  BSO  members.  Five  years 
later,  he  conducted  the  first  of  the  now-famous 
Esplanade  Concerts  on  the  Charles  River.  In  1954, 
to  celebrate  the  25  th  anniversary  of  those  concerts, 
the  Arthur  Fiedler  Foot  Bridge  was  dedicated  over 
what  is  now  Storrow  Drive.  Under  Fiedler’s  direc- 
tion, the  Boston  Pops  was  recorded  more  than  any 
other  orchestra  in  the  world. 

THE  POPS  CONDUCTORS 

A history  of  the  Pops  shows  many  changes  in  their 
conductors,  two  or  three  often  dividing  a season. 
Adolf  Neuendorff,  who  later  became  conductor  at 
the  Metropolitan  Opera,  conducted  the  first 
“Pops”  concert  on  July  11,  1885,  when  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  was  four  years  old.  The  first 
concerts  were  called  “Promenade  Concerts,”  after 
the  old  London  concerts.

John  Williams  was  named  nineteenth  Conductor  of 
the  Boston  Pops  in  January  1980.  He  was  born  in 
New  York  and  moved  to  Los  Angeles  with  his  family 
in  1 948.  There  he  attended  UCLA  and  studied  com- 
position privately  with  Mario  Castelnuovo- 
Tedesco.  After  service  in  the  Air  Force,  Williams 
returned  to  New  York  to  attend  the  Juilliard 
School,  where  he  studied  piano  with  Madame 
Rosina  Lhevinne.  While  in  New  York,  he  also 
worked  as  a jazz  pianist,  both  in  clubs  and  on  re- 
cordings. Again,  Williams  moved  to  Los  Angeles 
and  began  his  career  in  the  film  studios,  working 
with  such  composers  as  Bernard  Herrmann,  Alfred 
Newman,  and  Franz  Waxman.  He  went  on  to  write 
music  for  many  television  programs  in  the  1960s, 
winning  two  Emmys  for  his  work. 

Williams  has  composed  the  music  and  served  as 
music  director  for  over  sixty  films,  including  Good- 
bye, Mr.  Chips,  Jaws,  Star  Wars,  Close  Encounters  of  the 
Third  Kind,  Superman,  The  Empire  Strikes  Back,  Raiders 
of  the  Lost  Ark,  E.  T.  (the  Extra- 
Terrestrial),  Return  of  the  Jedi 
and  Indiana  Jones  and  the  Tem- 
ple of  Doom.  He  has  received 
nineteen  Academy  Award 
nominations  and  has  been 
awarded  four  Oscars  and 
fourteen  Grammies,  as  well 
as  several  gold  and  platinum 
records.  His  most  recent 
Oscar  was  for  Best  Original 
Score  for  a Motion  Picture, 
for  E.T. 

In  addition  to  his  film 
music,  Williams  has  written 
many  concert  pieces,  in- 
cluding two  symphonies 
and  a flute  concerto,  and 
violin  concerto  recorded  by 
the  London  Symphony  Or- 


chestra. His  Jubilee  330  Fanfare  heralded  the  350th 
birthday  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  September  1980. 
He  dedicated  his  Pops  on  the  March,  written  for  the 
1981  Pops  season,  to  the  late  Arthur  Fiedler,  and  he 
opened  the  1983  season  with  the  Esplanade  Overture 
written  especially  for  the  Boston  Pops. 

The  soundtrack  album  to  Star  Wars  has  sold  over 
four  million  copies,  more  than  any  non-pop  album 
in  recording  history.  Many  of  his  film  scores  have 
been  recorded,  and  his  highly  acclaimed  albums 
with  the  Boston  Pops  include  Pops  in  Space,  That’s 
Entertainment  (Pops  on  Broadway),  Pops  on  the  March, 
Pops  Around  the  World  (Digital  Overtures),  Aisle  Seat, 
Pops  Out  of  This  World  and  Boston  Pops  on  Stage. 

Since  his  appointment  as  Pops  Conductor, 
Williams  has  led  the  Pops  in  New  York,  Chicago, 
Los  Angeles,  Detroit,  and  many  other  American 
cities.  In  addition,  he  has  appeared  as  guest  conduc- 
tor with  the  major  orchestras  of  London,  Houston, 
Dallas,  Toronto,  Montreal  and  Los  Angeles.  In  the 
past  few  years,  Williams  has 
received  several  honorary 
degrees  from  American 
colleges  and  universities 
including  Boston  Conser- 
vatory of  Music,  Berklee 
College  of  Music  in  Boston, 
Northeastern  University, 
Tufts  University,  and  the 
University  of  South  Car- 
olina at  Columbia. 

Mr.  Williams  was  com- 
missioned to  compose  the 
official  theme  and  fanfare 
for  the  1984  Summer  Olym- 
pic Games  held  in  Los 
Angeles  in  August.  He  re- 
cently completed  the  score 
to  The  River  which  was 
released  last  month  by 
Universal  Pictures. 
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Harry_  Ellis  Dickson 


Harry  Ellis  Dickson  is  the  founder,  Artistic  Direc- 
tor, and  Conductor  of  the  Boston  Symphony 
Youth  Concerts,  as  well  as  a member  of  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra’s  first-violin  section.  Mr. 
Dickson  was  named  Associate  Conductor  of  the 
Boston  Pops  Orchestra  in  January  1980. 

A native  of  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  Mr.  Dick- 
son is  a gradute  of  Somerville  High  School  and  the 
New  England  Conservatory  of  Music.  He  studied 
violin  for  two  years  with  Carl  Flesch  and  Max  Rostal 
as  a fellowship  student  at  Berlin’s  Hochschule  ftir 
Musik  and  later  studied  conducting  with  Pierre 
Monteux  at  the  Domain  School  in  Maine.  Mr.  Dick- 
son was  active  both  as  conductor  and  violinist 
before  joining  the  Boston  Symphony  under  Serge 
Koussevitzky  in  1938.  Mr.  Dickson  is  the  dis- 
tinguished recipient  of  numerous  awards.  He  is  a 
Chevalier  in  the  Ordre  des  Arts  et  des  Lettres  of  the 
French  government,  and  in  1971  the  National  Con- 
ference of  the  Humanities  presented  him  a Certifi- 
cate of  Honor  recognizing 
his  distinguished  con- 
tributions to  the  human- 
ities. He  holds  honorary 
degrees  from  Boston’s 
Berklee  College  of  Music, 
from  Curry  College,  from 
North  Adams  State  College, 
and  from  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  University. 

In  September  1975,  the  city 
of  Somerville  dedicated  the 
Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Center 
ofFine  Arts  and  Humanities 
in  its  new  Winter  Hill  Com- 
munity School,  and  in  1983 
the  Boston  Public  Schools 
honored  him  by  dedicating 
the  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Or- 
chestral Suite  at  Madison 
Park  High  School.  In  addi- 


tion to  his  commitment  to  the  Boston  Pops,  he  has 
conducted  Pops  concerts  with  the  Worcester 
Symphony,  the  Springfield  (Massachusetts)  Sym- 
phony, the  Montreal  Symphony,  the  Vancouver 
Symphony,  the  National  Symphony  in  Washing- 
ton, and  the  Orchestra  London,  Ontario. 

An  ardent  collector  of  anecdotes  about  music  and 
musicians,  Mr.  Dickson  has  incorporated  many  of 
them  into  his  book,  Gentlemen,  More  Dolce  Please!, 
and  entertaining  view  of  music  behind  the  scenes. 
His  latest  book,  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the  Boston  Pops,  was 
published  in  April  1981.  In  addition,  he  has  fur- 
thered the  part-time  conducting  career  of  his  close 
friend  Danny  Kaye,  with  whom  he  has  traveled  to 
many  countries  of  the  world  as  musical  mentor.  Mr. 
Dickson’s  association  with  the  Boston  Pops  dates 
from  1938;  he  became  assistant  conductor  of  that 
orchestra  in  1958.  In  1975  heconducted  thePopsat 
the  first  inaugural  ceremony  of  his  son-in  law, 
Governor  Michael  Dukakis.  The  Boston  Sym- 
phony Youth  Concerts  were 
instituted  in  1959,  and  for 
his  work  as  the  artistic  direc- 
tor and  conductor  of  these 
concerts,  Mr.  Dickson  has 
been  described  as  “that  rare 
soul,  and  adult  who  remem- 
bers what  it  was  like  to  be 
young,  who  loves  young 
people  and  understands 
them,  and  who  wishes  to 
share  with  them  that  magic 
kingdom  of  the  mind  where 
music  is  the  key.”

Charles  Daval 


Charles  Daval,  principal  trumpet  of  the  Seattle  Symphony  from 
1981  to  1983,  began  trumpet  study  at  the  relatively  late  age  of 
seventeen  and  received  a bachelor  of  music  degree  from  San  Jose 
State  University  in  1979.  Mr.  Daval  went  on  to  Northwestern 
University,  where  he  was  elected  to  the  Pi  Kappa  Lambda  Music 
Honor  Society  and  earned  a master  of  music  degree  under  the 
tutelage  of  Vincent  Cichowicz.  He  performed  with  the  Chicago 
Civic  Orchestra  and  studied  with  Chicago  Symphony  principal 
trumpet  Adolph  Herseth.  After  his  sixth  year  with  the  Carmel  Bach 
Festival,  Mr.  Daval  joined  the  BSO  in  September  1983  as  assistant 
principal  trumpet  and  soloist.  Among  the  other  groups  Mr.  Daval 
has  performed  with  are  the  San  Francisco  Symphony  and  Opera, 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  Orchestra,  the  Cabrillo  Music  Festival, 
the  Orchestra  of  Illinois,  the  Chicago  City  Ballet,  the  Contem- 
porary Chamber  Players,  and  the  Baroque  in  Chicago. 


Peter  Chapman 


Born  in  Montreal,  Canada,  Peter  Chapman  received  both  his 
bachelor’s  and  master’s  degrees  in  music  from  Boston  University. 
He  first  performed  with  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  while  a 
student  at  Boston  University  in  1966.  Before  joining  the  Boston 
Symphony  in  July,  1984,  he  was  a member  of  the  Boston  Pops 
Orchestra  and  principal  trumpet  of  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade 
Orchestra.  He  was  also  former  principal  trumpet  of  the  Opera 
Company  of  Boston  and  the  Boston  Ballet.  Other  musical  activities 
have  included  principal  trumpet  with  the  Grand  Teton  Music  Fes- 
tival, Jackson,  Wyoming,  and  with  Boston  Musica  Viva.  He  was 
selected  by  Leonard  Bernstein  for  the  original  cast  of  Mass  for  the 
opening  of  the  Kennedy  Center  in  Washington,  D.C.  He  is  a mem- 
ber of  the  faculties  of  Boston  University  and  the  Boston  Con- 
servatory. 


Singing  is  not  new  to  Vicki  McClure,  she  started  at  age  two  with 
choruses  at  her  parents’  parties.  Later  there  were  sessions  with 
church  choirs  and  the  Los  Angeles  Jazz  Choir.  This  led  to  her  solo 
appearance  with  the  Olympic  Choir  at  the  opening  ceremonies  of 
the  1984  Summer  Olympics,  where  she  sang  “Reach  Out  and  Touch 
Somebody’s  Hand.” 

She  just  completed  a 12-city  tour  for  Eastern  Airlines  as  closing 
artist  for  a series  of  sales  meetings,  and  recently  appeared  as  a 
featured  soloist  on  the  CBS  Television  Network/Paul  Keyes, 
“Night  of  a Hundred  Stars.” 
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Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus 


John  Oliver,  Conductor 


Co-sponsored  by  the  Tanglewood  Music  Center 
and  Boston  University,  the  Tanglewood  Festival 
Chorus  was  organized  in  the  spring  of  1970  when 
John  Oliver  became  director  of  vocal  and  choral 
activities  at  the  Tanglewood  Music  Center. 
Originally  formed  for  performances  at  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra’s  summer  home,  the  chorus 
was  soon  playing  a major  role  in  the  orchestra’s 
Symphony  Hall  season  as  well.  Now  the  official 
chorus  of  the  orchestra,  the  Tanglewood  Festival 
Chorus  is  regarded  by  conductors,  press,  and  public 
as  one  of  the  great  orchestra  choruses  of  the  world. 
The  members  of  the  chorus  donate  their  services, 
and  they  perform  regularly  with  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  in  Boston,  New  York,  and  at 
Tanglewood,  working  with  Music  Director  Seiji 
Ozawa,  John  Williams  and  the  Boston  Pops,  and 
such  prominent  guests  as  Sir  Colin  Davis,  Leonard 
Bernstein,  Claudio  Abbado,  Klaus  Tennstedt, 
Mstislav  Rostropovich,  Andre  Previn,  Eugene 
Ormandy,  and  Gunther  Schuller.  Last  April  in 
Symphony  Hall  the  Chorus  received  international 
attention  for  its  participation  in  the  world  premiere 
performances  under  Sir  Colin  Davis  of  Sir  Michael 
Tippett’s  The  Mask  of  Time,  commissioned  by  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  for  its  centennial  in 
1981. 

Unlike  most  other  orchestra  choruses,  the 
Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus  under  John  Oliver 
also  includes  regular  performances  of  a cappella 
repertory  in  its  schedule,  requiring  a very  different 
sort  of  discipline  from  performances  with  orches- 
tra, and  ranging  in  musical  content  from  Baroque 
to  contemporary.  In  the  spring  of  1977,  John 
Oliver  and  the  chorus  were  extended  an  unpre- 


cedented invitation  by  Deutsche  Grammophon  to 
record  a program  of  a cappella  twentieth-century 
American  choral  music;  this  record  received  a 
Grammy  nomination  for  best  choral  performance 
in  1979.  The  latest  recording  by  Mr.  Oliver  and  the 
chorus,  on  Nonesuch,  includes  music  of  Luigi 
Dallapiccola  and  Kurt  Weill.  In  addition,  the 
chorus  may  be  heard  on  the  Telarc  recording  of 
Beethoven’s  Choral  Fantasy  with  Seiji  Ozawa,  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  and  pianist  Rudolf 
Serkin.  The  Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus  has 
collaborated  with  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra 
on  numerous  recordings  for  Deutsche  Gram- 
mophon, New  World,  and  Philips.  For  the  chorus’ 
first  appearance  on  records,  in  Berlioz’s  Damnation 
of  Faust,  John  Oliver  and  Seiji  Ozawa  received  a 
Grammy  nomination  for  best  choral  performance 
of  1975.  The  Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus  may  also 
be  heard  on  the  Philips  releases  of  Schoenberg’s 
Gurrelieder,  taped  live  during  Boston  Symphony 
performances  and  named  best  choral  recording  of 
1979  by  Gramophon  magazine,  and  Mahler’s 
Symphony  No.  8,  the  Symphony  of  a Thousand.  Other 
recordings  with  the  orchestra  include  music  of 
Mahler,  Ravel,  Liszt,  and  Roger  Sessions,  and  the 
chorus  has  also  recorded  with  John  Williams  and 
the  Boston  Pops. 

In  addition  to  his  work  with  the  Tanglewood  Fes- 
tival Chorus,  John  Oliver  is  also  conductor  of  the 
MIT  Choral  Society,  a senior  Lecturer  in  music  at 
MIT,  and  conductor  of  the  John  Oliver  Chorale, 
now  in  its  eighth  season,  and  with  which  he  has 
recorded  Donald  Martino’s  Seven  Pious  Pieces  for 
New  World  records.

The  Carols  of  Alfred  Burt 


The  story  of  Alfred  Burt  is  short,  for  his  life  was 
short.  He  was  born  in  Marquette,  Michigan  grew  up 
in  Pontiac,  graduated  from  the  University  of 
Michigan  in  1942,  spent  four  years  in  the  armed  ser- 
vices, and  moved  to  southern  California  in  1949. 
There  he  became  arranger  and  first  trumpeter  in 
the  Alvino  Rey  Orchestra  and  appeared  on  both 
radio  and  television  with  Rey,  Horace  Heidt,  and 
the  King  Sisters.  In  195  3,  Burt  was  found  to  have 
inoperable  lung  cancer  and  set  about  putting  his 
affairs  in  order.  Only  hours  before  his  death  in 
February  1954,  Burt  signed  a contract  with  Colum- 
bia Records  for  a album  of  his  Christmas  Carols. 

The  Christmas  Carols  had  started  with  Burt’s 
father,  the  Reverend  Bates  G.  Burt.  Each  year  the 
Reverend  Mr.  Burt  would  compose  a carol  and  dis- 
tribute it  to  his  friends  as  a Christmas  card.  After 
Alfred  graduated  from  college  with  a music  degree, 
the  father  turned  the  task  of  composing  the  annual 
carol  over  to  his  son,  but  continued  to  provide  the 
lyrics.  In  1949,  Wihla  Hutson,  a church  organist 
and  family  friend  from  Pontiac,  started  providing 
the  lyrics  and  continued  to  do  so  until  Burt’s  death. 
Each  year,  when  the  poem  arrived,  Burt  would 
write  the  music;  his  wife  Anne  would  design  the 
card  and  supervise  its  printing  and  the  new  carol 
would  be  mailed  to  an  ever-increasing  number  of 
people  (the  Burt’s  Christmas  list  grew  from  50  to 
450  names). 


The  carols  were  frequently  sung  at  Christmas  par- 
ties given  in  and  around  Hollywood  (John  Williams 
recalls  many  occasions  at  which  the  highlight  of  the 
party  was  singing  these  carols.)  Shortly  after  his 
death,  Burt’s  carols  were  published  by  Shawnee 
Press,  Inc.,  and  have  enjoyed  a steadily  increasing 
popularity,  especially  among  music  educators. 
Among  the  people  who  have  performed  and  re- 
corded the  carols  of  Alfred  Burt  are  Nat  “King” 
Cole,  Andy  Williams,  Mel  Torme,  Tennessee  Ernie 
Ford,  and  Fred  Waring. 

There  is  a tendency  for  modern  Christmas  songs 
to  deal  with  the  secular  side  of  the  holiday  — snow, 
shopping,  and  Santa  Claus;  Alfred  Burt’s  carols  are 
concerned  with  the  sacred  side.  Even  when  the  lyric 
may  express  the  joys  of  secular  Christmas,  it  is 
“blessed  Christmas.”  Alfred  Burt  was  33  when  he 
died  and  his  musical  legacy  consists  of  only  fifteen 
short  carols  which  successfully  capture  the  true 
spirit  and  meaning  of  Christmas.  However,  these 
fifteen  mini-masterpieces  assure  his  place  in 
music  history.

It  is  no  secret  there  is  a spirit  here  in  Boston. 
It  was  founded  in  freedom  long  ago.  While 
landlords  sipped  fine  and  fancy  teas  in  the 
drawing  rooms  of  England,  the  people  of 
Boston  gave  spirit  to  a little  tea  party  of  their 
own.  They  struck  a blow  for 
freedom.  And  when  the  time 
came  to  let  their  voice  be  heard,  ii 
roared  from  a thousand  muskets 
and  echoed  around  the  world  Th< 
message,  loud  and  clear,  was  de 
livered  from  an  unlikely  podium 
known  as  Bunker  Hill.
